But in his recommendations, the 
auditor general saw no reason why 
any disputed file should be re- 
opened. Dunn said insufficient dis- 
closure of director's personal invest- 
ments left the door open for conflict- 
of-interest problems, but never iden- 
tified any specific conflict conflict-of- 
interest in his own 

ASC Chair Stephen Sibold 
resigned from the commission before 
the investigation was complete, 
replaced by former Auditor General 





Peter Valentine, and a number of 
whistle-blowing employees were 
fired or left before Dunn’s report was 
made public. Within a couple of 
weeks of the report being leaked to 
major media sources, concern about 
the commission withered away and 
was erased from national and local 
headlines alike. 

No one from the upper echelons of 
the finance ministry took responsibili 
ty for the shortcomings of the ASC, or 
the organization’s attempt to circum- 
vent Dunn's investigation in court 
The Conservatives simply walked 
away, confident Dunn had given the 
now-reformed ASC a clean bill of 
health 

The BSE file was no less scan- 
dalous. There, the auditor found gov- 
emment programs to offset negative 
effects of the border closure for cattle 
producers gave three major meat 
packers $45 million. He also noted 
market distortions resulting from the 
assistance programs helped packers 
achieve a 174 per cent increase in 
gross profits, and a 281 per cent 
increase in net before corporate inter- 
est and taxes. Again, no disciplinary 
action was taken. In fact, then — Agri- 

culture Minister Shirley McClellan 
was promoted to her current position 
as deputy premier and minister of 
finance. 


BOOSTING ACCOUNTABILITY 

One key difference between the 
Aibertan and Federal governments’ 
approach to scandal settlement is the 
amount of transparency involved, 
said NDP researcher John Kolkman. 

“There has never been a public 
inquiry in the years Ralph Klein has 
been premier,” Kolkman pointed out. 

He noted that while Auditor Gen- 
eral Fred Dunn has scrutinized sever- 
al potentially scandalous files, his 
powers are more limited than those 
of federal Auditor General Sheila 
Fraser, and several serious allega- 
tions of wrong-doing have been 
wrapped up after closed-door inves- 
tigations. 

“The provincial auditor general 
does everything behind closed doors, 
while the Gomery inquiry was tele- 
vised,” Kolkman said. 

“For Ralph Klein to claim some 
kind of vindication is baloney...In 
faimmess to Dunn, he’s béen doing as 
much as he’s allowed to do. But 
[Fraser] can look at anything she 
wants, conduct interviews with any- 
one she wants, and issue a report on 
it anytime she wants.”

Striking Telus workers in Alberta 
and British Columbia could be 
receiving ballots to vote on a new 
contract before the end of the week. 

Some strikers are unhappy their 
union bargaining team is recom- 
mending they accept a contract. For 
many the new deal just looks too 
much like the old deal. 

“It’s very minor, cosmetic changes 
in the new contract,” said picketer 
David Kaminsky. “The union is say- 
ing there are a couple small gains for 
our partners in Ontario and Quebec. 
It pertains more to [Telus] Mobility.” 

Kaminsky added the new contract 
is similar both to the last one that 
was voted on and to the contract 
Telus attempted to impose on the 
union without negotiation in July. 
He said that after three and a half 
months on the picket line, the last 
thing strikers want is a sub-standard 
contract. 

The new mail-in ballots could 
erase some perceptions of unfairness 
which rng during the last con- 
tract vote, which narrowly sent the 
union and the company back to the 
table for further negotiations. Those 

to the last contract won out 
by just 53 votes. In total 4,540 were 
opposed to the contract and 4,487 
were in favour. 

Some workers said the 48-hour 
notice given in advance of the last 


vote prevented many strikers from. 
being able to schedule time tocast 


ballot. Many on the picket line have 
taken part-time work to supplement 
their meager strike pay, while others 
attend classes throughout the week. 

Kaminsky is not in favour of the 
new, contract, which the union batr 
gaining team has recommended the 
picketers accept. 

“This version doesn’t look any 
better than the one we voted down 
last time, or the one they tried to 
impose on us in July,” he said, 
adding that union leaders were not 
unanimous in their endorsement of 
the latest offer. 

Huddled in the sub-zero tempera- 
tures on Jasper Avenue, striker 
Anthony Bautista said neither the

take a year to reverse-engineer and 
manufacture the drug. 


CLASSIST DRUGS 

I think my point is obvious. There 
is something profoundly unjust 
about the patent system, especially 
when applied to drugs that save 
lives. Lawrence Lessig and other 
intellectual property reformers have 
made this point before, but it seems 
particularly salient now. Pandemics 
are just one example of how current 
exemptions to patent laws aren’t 
enough. People need access to 
patented pharmaceuticals now, not 
when the emergency hits. I under- 
stand Roche wants to make 
money, but it’s held the patent 
on Tamiflu for more than a 
decade. Now it’s time to 
share—and save lives in the 
process. 

On top of the whole 
killing-people thing, over- 
ly restrictive patent laws 
also artificially retard the 
process of innovation. If 
Cipla had been allowed to 
use some of the techniques 
pioneered by patent holders, it 
might have invented a better 
version of Tamiflu by now—one 
that would defeat avian flu. 

One possible way to address 
this problem would be to create a 
class of drugs that could only be 
released under some kind of com- 
pulsory patent license. This would 
force companies to license their 
drugs, although they'd still get 
compensated. Since most pharma 
companies already make their drugs 
available at reduced rates in develop- 
ing countries, one could imagine 
reduced rates on the license for 
developing nations too. Drugs that 
prevent pandemics, for example, 
would clearly be suitable for the 
compulsory license. So would drugs 


for diseases, like AIDS, that afflict 
millions. 

Pharmaceutical companies would 
still be able to make big bucks on frill 
quality-of-life drugs like Viagra and 
Valium. Cosmetic drugs 
would become the 
cash cows, strictly 
patented, while 
crucial, life- 
saving drugs 
would be set 
free. I'd be

ALLIGATOR

YOU COULD EASILY FIND YOURSELF 
wrestling with Lisa Moore's debut 
novel Alligator, trying to figure out 
how an utterly gorgeous gathering 
of images can repeatedly strike at the 
heart but, ultimately, still leave it 
cold. You cannot, for example, tear 
your eyes away from the book's 
opening image: a nuclear power 
plant's training video showing a 
man’s head inside the jaws of an alli- 
gator. We are told an alligator’s 
mouth can stay suspended like this, 
perfectly still, indefinitely. However, 
the moment something grazes its 
tongue, its jaws will instinctively 
clamp shut—the man has thought of 
everything except the bead of sweat 
that is about to drop from his face 


kind of desperation: a film maker 
trying to finish her masterpiece on a 
limited budget before she dies; a 17- 
year-old girl /eco-terrorist mourning 
the death of her father and dumping

So why, with all of Moore's ability 
to convince, does this novel not feel 
like a novel? One could argue, and 
reviewers have, that Alligator’s 
weakness is its lack of plot and char- 
acter development; but many great 
novels have been written without 
much of either. In fact, Moore’s writ- 
ing has taken its power from giving 
the reader as little as possible. She 
likes the action to be half submerged 
like an alligator in water moving 
“with the same slow-fastness that 
things in dreams move with.” 

Then a minor moment in the 
novel alerts its overall problem. A 
passing reference to the great Russ- 
ian filmmaker Andrei Tarkovsky 
makes one realize that the move- 
ment of Moore’s novel is not unlike 
the most excruciating scene in film 
history ever, from Tarkovsky’s film 
Nostalghia: it involves a self- 
absorbed Russian author, who, for 
some reason, is attempting to cross 
an ancient healing bath, somewhere 
in the gorgeous Tuscan landscape, 
with a lit candle.

The play follows Neil on a jour- 
ney of self-discovery. According to 
Szilagyi, Neil is a man who “in any 
measure of what a responsible man 
is supposed to be doing, in terms of 
masculinity, [is] kind of off the 
rails.” He has lost his job, can’t 
afford equipment for his son, loves 
hockey but can’t play, and isn’t too 
handy around the house. What 
starts out as a visit home to help his 
father move becomes the beginning 
of an adventure. 

Neil decides to accompany his 
old classmate Darcy, a former hock- 








ey star crippled by an accident, ona 
shady courier job to Toronto. The 
trip provides Neil the opportunity 
to make things right... by liberating 
the Stanley Cup from the tyranny of 
the league. On their way, Neil and 
Darcy debate the politics of hockey, 
reminisce about childhood games, 
and find themselves caught up in 
hockey stories that have shaped the 
Canadian hockey folklore: “One- 
eyed” Frank McGee, the Klondikers 
December trek to Ottawa, the 
Gordie Howe hat-trick. The story 
shifts between the past and present 
and at times mirrors the suspense, 
speed, and action of the game. 
Around the main action, Neil tells 
his story with monologues that 
describe his dreams, his nightmares, 
and reality closing in on him. 

For both Pirot and Szilagyi, the 
idea of a hockey play was about 
telling a Canadian story. “Hockey 
stories reflect our history, language, 
climate, geography, values,” says 


Pirot. He hopes the audience wi 
take home with them “the sens: 
that they have been told stories 
about Canada that [they] now ha) 
the permission to tell...”

Lemoine set out to explore a fas- 
cinating universal reality of the the- 
atre world: how all the diverse peo- 
ple that make up an audience set 
out to see a show for myriad differ- 
ent and unique reasons. 

“As a theatre professional you 
wonder about the audience espe- 
cially as you see all the dramatic 
dynamics that arise over the course 
of several years. That was one of 
the reasons I wrote the play for as 
many people as I did. It just 
wouldn’t cut it for me to have one 
actor playing three or four audi- 
ence members,” Lemoine says. 

The prolific playwright realizes 
that an audience takes ownership 
of a play as soon as they see it and 
are free to spin the work as much 
as they wish—an especially apro- 
pos reality with Bernhardt’s 
Edmonton show, given that the 
language gap would have forced 
the audience to take creative inter- 
Pretiv e leaps. 

“As soon as you do a play you 
give it up and it becomes the audi- 
ence’s and they will be enlightened, 
entertained, amused, or not, as they 
see fit. All you can do as a play- 
wright is keep on doing what you 
do, keep offering up you work and 
hope that they keep coming back.” 

Going one extra step to celebrate 
the play’s salute to the historic 
vaudeville circuit and Dumas’ 
famous work, on November 27th 
Teatro La Quindicina is presenting 
a postmodern variety evening star- 
ring the cast of At the Zenith of the 
Empire that culminates with the last 
act of La Dame aux camélias.

The con- 
vention is aided by time projections 
on the back scrim of Kerem Cetinel’s 
simple and effective set. It takes a 
while to realize exactly what's hap- 
pening on-stage, as one sided tele- 
phone conversations are filled in as 
the evening progresses, but it makes 
for an interesting exercise.

“The blues,” she notes, at several 
junctures in this loosely constructed 
cabaret/ theatre hybrid, “is when 
people who love you leave you.” 
Hunter's life, as played out over the 
course of the evening, was one of 
many journey and departures—as a 
hyper pre-adolescent, the young 
Alberta often chants “Memphis, 
Chicago, New York, the World,” like 
a determined steam engine before 
setting her booted feet firmly ona 
track that would take her from the 
segregated Deep South to the Café 
de Paris and the London Palladium, 
to 20 years of obscurity as a hospital 
nurse before her triumphant come-

ARTISTS’ OF JONS ARE GENERALLY 
fairly transparent, with motifs crop- 
ping up repeatedly in their work 
Revisiting pictorial representations 
of things is usually linked to some 
conceptual theme they can’t stop 
mulling over, becoming a visual 
stand-in for some vast notion. 

Jeff Sylvester's subjects defy an 
easy read on his fixations.

that depict how people suffer and 
die in war? It doesn’t seem to pre- 
vent us from waging them, nor any- 
one from signing up to fight them 
Should you walk out of the cinema 
thinking Jarhead is a really cool 
movie, you should also seriously 
consider signing up for duty too. 
You'd be precisely the kind of indi- 
vidual that elite forces around the 
world—be it the US Marines or the 
Swedish Coastal Rangers—are look- 
ing to enlist. 

That said, Sam Mendes’ latest 
isn't—despite what some reviewers 
insist—a recruitment movie. Though 
it is unusual in the sense that it may 
be one of very few war movies in 
which the hero sees little in the way 
of combat and his outfit suffers few, 
if any, casualties. Based on the mem- 
oir of former US marine Anthony 
Swofford, which recounts his service 
during the first Gulf War, it’s not 
really an anti-war movie either. 
Remaining surprisingly apolitical 
throughout, its power is derived 
instead from the way in which it 
measures the human cost of war— 
less in terms of battlefield statistics 
than in the subtle, degenerative psy- 
chological effect that it sends rippling 
through a generation and a society. 


APOCALYPSE WOW

The bulk of the movie is about sol- 
diers waiting in the desert for some- 
thing to happen, the daily grind of 
training and surviving in an insensi- 
tive, sexually frustrated, macho 
world. The war itself, Operation 
Desert Storm, zips by ina flash, and 
director Sam Mendes (until now 
mostly known for American Beauty, 
or, depending on one's frame of refer- 
ence, shacking up with Kate Winslet,) 
paints it less as a quick, relatively 
bloodless victory than as an apoca- 
lyptic vision of napalmed corpses 
and burning oil wells. 

If the war Jarhead depicts seems 
exaggerated and surreal, it's perhaps 
because of the sensibility of its Cam- 
bridge-educated British director, 
whose idea of men in battle appears 
to be shaped not by war itself but by 
war movies. The marines are depict- 
ed as stupid, pathetic creatures 
devoid of the mythic camaraderie, 
gallantry, delusions of grandeur and 
all of those other traditions that sup- 
posedly were deeply instilled in pre- 
vious generations of the corps. But 
Jarhead is ultimately designed to dra- 
matize the many subtle ways in 
which its ensemble of characters is 
forever scarred—less by the trauma 
of actual combat than by the harrow- 
ing, dehumanizing process by which 
a soldier is made. 

The problem with this, as with 
most war movies, is that regardless of 
how anti-war they are, sooner or later 
they become wanking material for 
Teal as well as wannabe warriors. Jar- 
head contains a scene illustrating this 
sad fact—a scene taken straight from 
the book—in a cinema where a horde 
of marines watch Now as 
they prep for the Gulf War. ing- 
ly blind to the senseless slaughter

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Jarhead is full of references to othe:

WHILE MOST CULTURAL COMMENTA: 
tors bemoan the advent of the reality 
television program, and have been 
quick to lay the blame for the grisly 
death of mainstream American cine- 
ma at its door, the fact is that, almost 
from the invention of the medium 
itself, we have been fascinated by 
images of ourselves and our neigh- 
bours up on screen, whether or not 
we're actually interesting enough to 
warrant the attention 

Even from the early part of the 
last century, groups of enterprising 
businessmen recognized the exotic 
appeal of seeing the realities of 
everyday life in the theatre, and, 
capitalizing on the novelty of cine- 
matographic technology, created 
what were, in essence, the first doc- 
umentaries. Called “actualities,” 
these short one- and two-minute 
takes of everything from street 
scenes and parades, to children 
playing games, were filmed for the 
express purpose of enticing the local 
community to attend traveling cine- 
matograph demonstrations in the 
hopes of reveling in their own 15 
minutes of fame. 


PREMIERE 


In France, the Lumiére brothers 
raised the actuality to a high art 
form, and their celebrated 50-second 
snapshots have, perhaps, become 
even more famous since the advent 
of the Lumiére project, which placed 
their camera in the hands of over 20 
majot contemporary directors, at the 
centenary of cinema in 1995. Yet, 
despite the interest in their cross- 
channel contemporaries, the works 
of camera companies like Mitchell & 
Kenyon in Britain, which filmed the 
same type of scenes, mainly in the 
relatively new Northern industrial 
towns, has gone largely unrecog- 
nized, and may have remained so 
had it not been for the discovery of 
over 800 perfectly preserved camera 
negatives in the basement of a pho- 
tographers’ shop in Blackburn in 
2000. This highlight reel, meticu- 
lously restored, is notable for its 
unusual clarity and depth, provid- 
ing a window onto a vanished 
world, more vital and exciting than 
we ever may have dreamed possi- 
ble. 

Admittedly most of the clips, like 
the scenes of the Victoria Pier in 
Blackpool, the first electric trams in 
Wigan, or the panoramic view of the 
Morecambe seafront, are of interest 
chiefly for their unique historical 
value, and they are likely to prove

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an invaluable source for social histo- 
rians of the Edwardian period. A 
filmed tram ride through Glasgow 
in particular gives a sense of the 
way the city looked a little over a 
century ago, with its rush-hour traf- 
fic composed mainly of horse- 
drawn vehicles and pedestrians.

the new family space flick Zathura, I 
‘said to myself, “Wow. It’s Jumanji in 
"space. Just what I’m looking for.” 
Hollywood Studios have no interest 
‘in cultivating new ideas. They'd pre- 
r to just recycle a concept, put a lit- 
a spin on things, and sell it back to 
the people. Little did I know, Zathura 
jsactually based a short story writ- 
n by Chris Van Allsburg (a.k.a. the 
e guy who wrote the children’s 
k Jumanji) so it’s actually the nov- 
plist, not the studio, who ripped off 
his own idea and is therefore the one 
_ who is unoriginal and lame. 
__ For those of you who aren't famil- 
iar with Jumanji, it was a pretty crap- 
py family movie in the mid ’90s, 
larring Robin Williams, about a 
other and sister who find and play 
board game that brings a jungle 
alive inside their home. Zathura 
mmediately improves upon the 
priginal premise because I think hav- 
hg your home shot into outer space 
an ultimately lead to more imagina- 
e possibilities than a zoo of ani- 
nals running around your house, 
also Zathura doesn’t have Robin 
Villiams in it, Don’t get me wrong, I 


like Robin Williams, but in Jumanji 
he was just too spazzy for me. To 
top it off, included with all of the sci- 
fi action in Zathura is a simple but 
effective story about two young 
brothers who have to learn how to 
love each and appreciate each other. 

Ten-year-old Walter (Josh Hutch- 
erson) and six-year-old Danny 
(jonah Bobo), two brothers who just 
can’t seem to get along, continually 
fight and compete for the attention 
of their over-worked father (Tim 
Robbins, who gives a brief, but effec- 
tive performance in the film) and 
ultimately end up destroying an 
important piece of their father’s 
work. After Dad has to rush off to 
the office, leaving their negligent 
angst-filled older sister Lisa (Kristen 
Stewart) in charge, Walter and 
Danny begin to fight, and Danny 
suddenly finds himself down in the 
basement where he digs up a ‘50s- 
style space-themed board game 
called Zathura. 

Danny begins to play the game, 
and after a spontaneous meteor 
shower in their living room, they 
quickly discover that their home has 
literally been uprooted and 
launched into outer space, and that if 
they want to return to earth they 
have to finish the game. The only 
problem is that after every turn is a 
terrifying and potentially deadly 
obstacle that will either kill them (ie. 
a malfunctioning robot, a spaceship 


One tasty Chicken 


Sky doesn’t fall after Pixar’s Disney exit 


and veteran director Garry Marshall 
finds the fowl-interest story buried

Kicking off in the middle of the 
sky-is-falling acorn brouhaha, the 
film follows Chicken Little (Zach 
Braff) in his attempts to live down 
his rep in the town of Oakley Oaks.

of meat eating lizard-like aliens 
called Zorgons, and a cryonic freeze 
that leaves Lisa hilariously frozen for 
a large chunk of the film) or heart- 
warmingly bring the two brother's 
closer together. Along the way, they 
pick up a free-floating astronaut 
(Dax Shepard) who helps keep the 
Zorgons at bay and, in a clever but 
obvious twist, becomes an important 
part of the emotional drama unfold- 
ing between the two siblings. 

Zathura benefits from a relatively 
smart and funny action packed 
script written by John Kamps and 
David Koepp (War of the Worlds, Spi- 
der-Man, Jurassic Park), and two win- 
ning performances from child actors 
Hutcherson and Bobo. They handle 
the witty.and punchy dialogue with 
great ease and always seem believ- 
able as real children. Their relation- 
ship is at the core of the film, and 
even though their fighting some- 
times veers towards melodrama, 
they still succeed marvelously in 
connecting the audience to their 
journey. 

The design is a throwback to the 
Buck Rogers-era: whenever possible 
the filmmakers use puppets and ani- 
matronics instead of CGI, keeping 
the brother's relationship front and 
centre. That's not to say that there 
aren’t CGI moments that are visually 
stunning. When part of the house 
blows away revealing the Rings of 
Saturn, the six-year-old boy sitting 
next to me said “Wow!” and it 
reminded me of what it was like to 
watch movies like Star Wars, or The 
Never Ending Story, or Goonies as a 
kid, so my inner child joined in with 
the excitement and said “Wow!” as 
well. 

With Zathura, director Jon 
Favreau (actor from the cool ‘90s 
flick Swingers), has ultimately deliv- 
ered a family film that is far more 
engaging than its predecessor. Fun 
and fast paced, Zathura is that rare 
family film that will entertain both 
children and adults, as well as the 
jaded, too-cool teenager. It’s an 
enjoyable family space adventure 
with a few pacing and plot prob- 
lems, but my inner child thought it 
was awesome!

Artfully shambolic, the album 
manages to capture the energy and 
immediacy of their live show with- 
out sounding like a document. Nik 
Kozub’s production is superb, and 
attention to detail suffuses the offer- 
ing but isn’t obtrusive or showy. 

“Originally, I thought it would be 
a ‘scrapbook,’ recorded,” says 
Biesinger, “but this CD is meant to 
be a different art form. We did some 
instrumentation that we won't be 
able to do ina live setting. It’s not an 
archive, and the order of the songs is 
ahistorical.” 

“It's past-present-future,” Ander- 
son agrees. “The creative process 
with Nik was exciting. He was like a 
co-discoverer.” 

“We've never been afraid of 
rewriting or adjusting songs, new 
addendums, or techniques,” states 
Biesinger. “We believe in short, 
small, constant modernization. The 
album was recorded in June, and we 
learned a lot about performing and 
sound, which we siphoned back into 
the live set.” 

Which means the Struts, always 
crowd-pleasers, are sharper then 
ever onstage. Biesinger concedes 
that while the response of their 
devout adorers (and other barflies) 
is gratifying, they operate on the 
self-pleasure principle.

AND COMPLETELY 
uninhibited in its gleeful embrace of the 
beautifully crafted and loftily sentimental, the 
dense aural tapestry that is Wor of the Wak- 
ng Phantoms is a hypnotic album that gets 
ier and more. seductive with each listen.

“Someone said in a review that they were 
ghost stories,” says Trevor Anderson, The 
High Dials’ song architect, vocalist, and gui- 
tarist.

Tide aside, the album does have a haunt- 
ed feel—sometimes in a comforting way, 
occasionally in a manner that leaves a bereft 
shiver behind. 

Anderson relates that while the band’s 








first offering, 2003's A New Devotion, was 2 
proper concept album ruminating on the 
idea of nostalgia, the new record “was writ- 
ten over a two-year period. There wasn't 2 
conscious ‘weaving together’ of all the 
songs—these are just things that preoccupy 
me.

HEAD LIKE A CORNHOLE 

Raised by his grandparents among 
the com fields of Pennsylvania (in 
Mercer), Reznor was encouraged to 
take piano lessons, but any designs 
the grandparents may have had on lil’ 
Rez’s future were foiled when Gene 
Simmons unfurled his enormous 








tongue on television, and any ambi- 
tions that Reznor would become a 
“serious” musician, sax. and tuba 
lessons in school notwithstanding, 
were out the window. 

In 1984, following a move to Cleve- 
land, Reznor, having switched from 
the caretaker’s chair he initally occu- 
pied to the sound engineer's, learned 
the ropes at Right Track Studios. Four 
years later, on the strength of the 
demos he'd accumulated, he was 
offered a recording contract with 
TVT, which led to the release of Nine 
Inch Nails debut album, Pretty Hate 
Machine, recorded in its entirety by the 
then 23-year old Pennsylvania native. 

And, despite it’s aggressiveness, 
the video for the single “Head Like a 
Hole” landed on MTV in heavy rota- 
tion. 

Two years later, The Downward Spi- 
ral appeared, promoted largely by the
